riers,is to powre oyleand vinegar into his'noſtrils,

Hence it comes,?that I did 
euer hate the noone-tide bayting of horſes becauſe 
mens iourneyes commonly crauing haſte,the horſe 
cannot take ſuch a naturall cooling as hee oughe 
beforehis meate, and thereby breedes much fi 
nefle and diſeaſe: for meat giuen preſently after tra- 
uell when a horſe is hot, is the mother of all infirmi- 
ty: or elſe it proceedeth from the intemperatureof 
the ſtomacke, beeing too cold, as being cauſed by 
ſomenaturall defe&.
